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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the request is not persuasive. First, claims 18- 
20, 22, 23 and 43, in particular claims 20 and 22, were taught by the primary reference and the examiner is only required to state what the 
primary reference lacks. Furthermore, claims 20 and 22 are clearly shown by the primary reference. Most importantly, these claims were 
rejected under U.S.C § 103 over ARA in view of 108. All the limitation are clear from the figures save what was stated as lacking. 
Regarding the argument addressing claims 1 , 8 and 1 1 , the examiner stated driving complexity not driver circuit complexity. Futher, it was 
conventional and applicant hasn't responded to the fact that it was conventional. Regarding the argument addressing claim 29, adjacent 
does not mean without anything between the two pixels. Regarding the claims 14, 17 and 25-28, the multiplicity of secondary references 
by themselves teach it was well known. Improving color gamut is one possible reason to combine but not the only reason. Further, 
applicant hasn't addressed why it wasn't well known. 
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
